DESIRE TO ACCEPT THE POTENTIAL INFLUENCE, (2) A WORKING CLASS CHILO 
MHO ATTENDS A NIDDLE-CLASS HIGH SCHOOL IS MORE LIKELY TO ENTER 
COLLEGE THAN ONE ATTENDING A WORKING CLASS HIGH SCHOOL, 13) STYLE OF 
LIFE DID NOT APPEAR RELEVANT AS A DIST INGUISKER ANONG "BLUE-COLLAR" 
AND "WHITE-COLLAR" WORKERS, EXCEPT AS THE CONCEPT BECOMES REOEFINEO
